The head coach of Army, 


one of the nation’s 


best, answers a perennial 


parent question: Should 
Your Boy Play 
Football?

S 


h o u ld y o u r b o y play football? For 
that matter, should any boy play 
football? 
I can't honestly say to you: “Yes!” I don’t 
know your boy. But I can say this to you: “Al­ 
most every boy who is physically able should 
play football.” 
President 
Kennedy—and 
President Eisen­ 
hower before him—warned the nation’s youth 
that it was becoming soft and sedentary. Wher­ 
ever possible, boys should be active participants, 
not side-line spectators. Football, of course, 
means sweat and labor—and often tears. But it 
is one of the best tests of personal abilities— 
including determination and fighting spirit. 
On a brouze plaque outside Michie Stadium 
at West Point is written: “I want an officer for 
a secret and dangerous mission. I want a West 
Point football player.” That statement was made 
by Gen. George C. Marshall, then chief of staff 
of the U.S. Army in World War II. 
Another general once told me his only prob­ 
lem with former athletes during the Korean war 
was that he had to hold them back by the shirt­ 
tail. Ma*., young men who had been brilliant 
in the classroom were busy looking up the cor­ 
rect procedures when circumstances called for 
leadership by action. This ability to take over 
when leadership is needed is an asset constantly 
nurtured on the field of play. 
But will your boy be injured playing football? 
He might He might also get hurt driving around 


in the family car. Statistics show that in the 
15- to 21-year age group automobile deaths 
lead football fatalities by hundreds to one. The 
bruises he’ll receive playing football can be 
painful, but there will always be a doctor avail­ 
able, and with present medical and training tech­ 
niques, most athletic injuries heal completely in 
less than three months. 
Who should play football? 
1. Only boys who want to play football—not 
boys whose fathers want them on the field. 
2. Only boys physically fit. A doctor should 
check prospective players. 
3. Only boys in good condition. It’s not enough 
to train a week before the season. Condition­ 
ing is a year-round necessity. 
For pre-teen-agers—boys between seven and 
12—contact sports should be supervised. Com­ 
petition is an essential part of every child’s ed­ 
ucation, but it must be allowed to develop nor­ 
mally, with competition and cooperation as bal­ 
anced forces in his personality. Athletics need 
to be as carefully supervised as other parts of his 
education are. 
I 


N a d d it io n , the American Medical Association 
discourages interschool and intercommunity 
contact sports for children in thq pre-teen group. 
The pre-teen’s excitement should come only from 
playing—and playing only because he likes to 
play, not to satisfy desires of adults or to be 
exploited by them. 
As a parent of a football-playing boy, you 


have a right to demand certain conditions of his 
school. Perhaps the most important is that there 
be a physician as well as a trainer on duty. The 
best equipment should be provided as well. If 
your school can’t afford the best, your school 
can’t afford football. 
Until a few years ago, the first game of the 
season was scheduled after only a few days’ 
practice. The greatest number of injuries oc­ 
curred in these early games when players were 
not properly conditioned. Now a minimum of 
three weeks’ conditioning should precede the 
first game, with a suitable number of practice 
periods before the first contact scrimmage. 
W 


HEN ALL the requirements I’ve mentioned— 
requirements of boy and school—are met, 
then I’d say your boy should play football. I feel 
that today’s adult world tells youngsters to get by 
with as little effort as possible, to take care of 
“No. I ” (yourself) first, to sit back and let 
the “other guy” do it. Those are unhealthy ideas 
to carry into adulthood. But if a boy goes out 
for football and sticks to it, he is not likely 
to become a selfish slacker. There’s no place in 
football for that kind. 
Football can make your boy a champion. If 
he’s willing to be the first guy on the practice 
field every day and if he works at being the 
best on the field, if he’s willing to learn that the 
team comes before any personal glory and if he’s 
willing to give any time the team asks, then— 
win or lose—your boy is a champion!

u f f in g f u r io u s l y on his ever-pres- 
ent cigar, General Curtis LeMay, 
granite-jawed chief of the U. S. Air 
Force, arrived at an air base to inspect 
a new bomber. As he strode toward the 
plane, a cautious officer warned, “Sir, 
if you board her with that lighted ci­ 
gar, she might blow up.” The base com­ 
mander, knowing his visitor, told 
the other officer, “Don’t worry. She 
wouldn't dare.” 
Airmen call General LeMay “Old Iron Pants." 
In Moscow and Peiping, they call him even less 
complimentary names. “It was LeMay's drive 
and prowess that for IO years made the Strategic 
Air Force the dominant chess piece on the board 
of world power," says the highly respected news­ 
man, Theodore H. White. 
“And behind SAC’s shield, McNamara (Sec­ 
retary of Defense) and Taylor (Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs) have finally been able to redeploy 
the strength of America," he adds. 
LeMay’s amazing results spring from many 
sources. One is the ordeal known as “having tea 
with LeMay." When a commander’s performance 
skids below perfection, LeMay summons him to 
a closed-door meeting. Nobody knows what hap­ 
pens, but witr. esses swear they have seen star­ 
spangled generals stagger out to the nearest ice- 
water cooler to apply cold compresses to their 
temples. And thereafter, their performance al­ 
ways seems to improve miraculously. 
The LeMay presence is unique. He is neither 
a “yes" man nor a “no” man. He is a grunter. 
He does not smile, finding nothing in his office 
sufficiently sunny. His gestures are flicks of both 
hands upward and outward. Unbuttoned of 
blouse, unyielding of eye, he disposes of prob­ 
lems like a well-oiled machine—and with the 
same warmth. Subordinates regulate their in­ 
terviews by the tilt of his cigar. 
But the General is no one-sided misanthrope. 
A woman associate says, “I’ve never heard him 
laugh, but I think he’s all mush inside." A friend 
who accompanied him to memorial services at the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier says, “I saw 
tears running down his cheeks." 
His wife recalls, “When he finally came home 
after three years overseas during World War II, 
he stood shivering on the front steps with our 


daughter Janie all one wintry afternoon—so she 
could prove to the other kids in the block that 
she really did have a father!" 
When he installed hobby shops throughout 
the Strategic Air Command, LeMay became a 
part-time patron. One night, he and another gen­ 
eral, wearing coveralls, were dismantling a motor 
when an airman second class came along, pushing 
his stalled jalopy. He called for help, but the 
officers didn’t hear him. The boy came closer 
and yelled, “Fellows, for gosh sake, how about 
giving me a hand?” Obediently, the “fellows” 
put down their tools and pushed the car into the 
shop. That airman still doesn’t know that he was 
giving orders to SAC’s commander-in-chief. 
Several homey facts should be added to his 
p o rtrait LeMay goes on diets and falls off like 
other mortals. Nevertheless, he has lost 14 pounds 
in the last year. He and his wife exercise daily. 
Off duty, he is an inveterate hobbyist His 
delight in speed is profound. He has owned three 
Allard racers, and his best civilian friends in­ 
clude two part-time jet pilots, tv star Arthur 
Godfrey and Sen. Barry Coldwater. When he got 
a motor scooter recently, he put his wife on the 
seat behind him and rocketed around the block, 
grinning like a kid with a toy fire engine. 
As an antidote to office pressure, he puts things 
together, tears them apart, and learns new skills. 
Trying to master an electric organ, he became 
unhappy with his progress, so he cut the letters 
A,B,C,D,E,F,G out of newspaper headlines and 
glued them to the correct keys. “Now, a half-wit 
can play it.” He insists. “Even with my tin ear, 
I can manage ‘Old Black Joe,’ 'Home on the 
Range,’—that sort of thing."

What is the essential quality that undergirds 
LeMay’s thoughts and actions? Probably it is 
the habit of innovating to achieve perfection. 
His wife became sharply aware of his strong 
desire for perfection when he went overseas 
during the war. Casually he promised to write 
every day. And he did—365 days a year every 
year while he was away! 
His daughter recalls his reaction when she 
showed him her grades from Stephens College, 
all B’s and B plusses. He stormed, “You should 
have made straight A’s." 
When World War II found the country with 
no combat-ready bomber squadrons, young Le­ 
May, who was a specialist in navigation, was 


hustled to a desert training command. His men 
could fly like fools, but once off in the blue they 
couldn’t find their way home. He ordered con­ 
stant practice, leading them through aching day 
and night flights. On the ground, he held them in 
their cockpits, simulating long-distance sorties. 
“The first requirement for combat readiness is 
a calloused butt," he said. By the time his B-17 
squadron was ready for Europe, he bore the un­ 
shakable name of “Old Iron Pants.” 
Over the German heartland, he learned that 
Nazi planes could easily kill off the trailers in 
his V-flight pattern. Flying experimental mis­ 
sions with his 305th Bombardment Group, he 
devised a novel diamond formation which dis­ 
couraged attack.

But it became clear that the war could not be 
won with German fighters filling the sky. So 
LeMay decided that the factories that built the 
fighters must be knocked out. The trouble was 
that the factory site was Regensberg, Bavaria, 
a city so distant that B-17’s could not carry- 
enough gasoline to fly there and back. LeMay 
studied his maps, assembled his veterans, and led 
them on an unprecedented flight. German ex­ 
perts who followed his penetration concluded that 
it was a suicide mission, and Goring sent up 
every available fighter to deflect it. 
Colonel LeMay fought his way through them 
and dropped tons of high explosives on the Mes- 
serschmitt factories. Then, instead of flying back 
to England, he flew straight south across Italy 
to American bases in North Africa. He had lost 
24 bombers but had knocked out 60 enemy planes, 
and the assembly plant at Regensberg was in 
ruins. Thus, the technique of “shuttle bombing" 
was born. Two weeks later he was a general. 
Ordered to the Pacific to take command of B-29 
fleets, he devised new tactics again. The result 
was a stunning attack on Tokyo by 335 Super­ 
fortresses. Of it, Gen. Thomas S. Powers says, 
“The March 9, 1945, bomb raid was the greatest 
single disaster in military history. It caused 
damage greater than the combined destruction of 
the atomic-bomb drops on Hiroshima and Naga­ 
saki. There were more casualties than in any 
other military action in the history of the world." 
The end of the hot war brought new problems. 
Soon after taking command of U.S. Air Forces 
in Europe, LeMay saw the Berlin situation ex­ 
plode and Communist troops seal off the city.

GEN. CURTIS LeMAY- 
“Old Iron Pants” 
Holds the Fort

The curtness of the Air Force chief of staff 


enrages many officials, but all Americans sleep 


easier because this dedicated general is on the job 


Quarters Seven at Fort Myer, across the river 
from Washington, D.C., is the LeMay domicile. 
It is a far cry from the crowded house in Colum­ 
bus, Ohio, where he was born and lived with five 
sisters and brothers, his gentle mother, and his 
French-Canadian father. Quarters Seven, one of 
a row of brick residences, is unique in at least 
two respects: it is surrounded by a beautiful gar­ 
den, and its mistress is Helen LeMay. 
Helen Maitland LeMay, who married the young 
pilot in 1934, is blonde, charming, talented, ener­ 
getic, and a full partner in their busy home life. 
“When we learned we had to move here,” she 
says, “I planted two gardens at the old house, 
one to stay and on* to move. When the time 
came, I brought along my ‘moving’ bulbs." You 
enter the house under a canopy of roses. 
“Floribunda that bloom all summer,” she ex­ 
plains. “I’ve moved them from one house to an­ 
other four times.” 
The extensive beds of manicured irises and 
miniature marigolds create an impression of 
many servants. But Helen LeMay sets a visitor

Allied ground generals wanted to drive a tank 
column down the railroad track to Berlin. But 
LeMay conceived the notion of “winged freight­ 
ers,” argued for it, and won. The result was the 
Berlin airlift, and the lead pilot of the first plane 
to run the gauntlet was “Old Iron Pants.” 
Given command of all Uncle Sam's bombers, 
he expanded the Strategic Air Force from 600 
to 3,000 atom-bomb carriers. Blunt and curt, he 
got results, but many of his superiors said he 
was too prickly for the give-and-take of supreme 
command. Yet, he was made Deputy Chief of 
Staff and then, in 1961, he became top man of 
the entire Air Force. 
Today, he still holds that job. To many, this 
is a small miracle because he and Secretary of 
Defense McNamara are often at odds. When the 
Administration’s test-ban treaty came before 
the Senate a few weeks ago, all the Chiefs of Staff 
testified that they were backing it—but only 
LeMay let it be known that, if the treaty hadn’t 
already been signed, he probably would have op­ 
posed it In any administration—but particularly 
in one where team play is emphasized—such re­ 
calcitrance does not go over too well. 
But winning or losing, LeMay is still in the 
thick of every defense decision, except when he 
withdraws to his home and his hobbies.

t 17, HAYLEY MILLS is the world’s 


l highest paid teen-age actress, yet 
she still has both feet firmly on the 
ground. The credit belongs primarily 
to her mother. 
Actress, authoress, and playwright Mary Hay- 
ley Bell Mills is the pow-er behind the throne, the 
one-woman fire brigade who makes sure that 
every member of the famous Mills family is 
properly looked after. 
Her down-to-earth attitude toward her brood 
can be both shocking and revealing. In speaking 
of her older daughter Juliet, who also is an ac­ 
tress. Mary said, “She’s married to an American 
song writer. She thinks the world of him and 
is very happy.” But then she added with star­ 
tling frankness. “In two years he has sold one 
song, and I arranged that.” 
Her son Jonathan is in boarding school. Mary 
visits him frequently “to make sure he doesn’t 
feel left out.” 
Understandably, 
however, 
Hayley 
has 
de­ 
manded the lion’s share of her attention. Be­ 
cause Hayley has turned out to be the most 
prominent member of the family (even eclipsing 
her actor-father John Mills), she also has be­ 
come the most vulnerable. Success could easily 
go to her head—and that’s one thing Mary won’t 
stand for. She has a no-nonsense attitude about 
Hayley that includes every phase of her upbring­ 
ing, including cooking.

straight “I’m the only one allowed to 
touch this garden. Usually I’m up weeding 
at 6:30.” An immense patio of weathered 
brick covers half the back yard. “The lawn 
was worn out, so we went down to the 
dump and fished out 4,000 old bricks and 
carted them up here in the family car.” 
Inside the LeMay home, you sense rather 
than see that they are a closely knit team. 
Paintings he has collected and others she 
has painted decorate the walls. You sense 
it in her golden bracelet with its bangles 
of airplane models and as you overhear 
her respond to endless phone calls about 
the Air Force charity group she directs. 
The LeMays’ immense living room has 
become the core of their home life. One 
wall is mostly a window looking over 
shrubbed slopes to a hazy District of Col­ 
umbia. A taupe rug ties together chairs 
and a sofa drawn around a coffee table 
before a deep fireplace. Two consoles stand 
as high as a man’s chest, embracing a me­ 
ticulously engineered stereophonic system. 
Curt LeMay built it, cabineted it, and 
laid on the glossy patina. 
Other LeMay artifacts 
include two 
“tweeter” cabinets hung overhead behind 
the valance, still unpainted, and the modi­ 
fied breakfront in an adjacent study that 
Helen designed in a frenzy of determina­ 
tion to contain the sprawling empire of 
wires and record players, wires and hi-fi 
tuners, wires and tape recorders.

His workshop is in the basement. When 
time permits, he retires there to fashion 
some gadget. At the same hour, Helen is 
probably up under the eaves in a studio 
where she follows her great enthusiasm, 
painting. Many of her oils decorate the 
homes of friends, including that of Ma­ 
dame Chiang Kai-shek on Formosa. 
This is their first home without a room 
for Janie, their only child. Two years ago, 
their daughter married a service physi­ 
cian, and they now live at the Air Force 
Academy in Colorado Springs, Colo. But 
on a small table by the big chair in which 
the General sits you will find a well- 
thumbed album of family photographs. 
“We are a close family,” Mrs. LeMay 
reminds you. 
Day begins in this home much as it 
does for any suburban husband. His bed 
is king-size, which is his idea. The bath­ 
room is carpeted wall-to-wall, which is her 
idea. He takes l l minutes to exercise, 
showers, and goes downstairs to his one- 
egg breakfast, “lf I’m down first, I hand 
him the paper without a word,” Mrs. Le­ 
May says. “He’s the kind of person who 
can’t talk before IO o’clock.” 
Breakfast over, the pattern changes 
when a military limousine picks him up and 
delivers him to the PenUgon. In the base­ 
ment garage there, he uses a special key 
to a private elevator. Pressing the down 
button would take him to the bombproof 
command post, which is always in readi­ 
ness. He presses the up button. 
In his office, he swings from briefings 
to conferences to interviews. Hour after 


hour, this caged man of action is required 
to make policy, set things right, answer 
inquiring Congressmen and newsmen. 
Some time ago, a caller asked, “What 
about this balance of terror?” 
He said, “I don't know of any balance of 
terror. I’m not terrified. My friends aren’t 
terrified.” 
After the B-70 bomber was cancelled, a 
reporter asked, “Aren’t you discouraged?” 
He replied, “The B-17 was scrubbed 
three times before World War II. General 
Marshall got it fired up again. The B-52 
was dead four times before we finally got 
it. I’m not discouraged.” 
After the Soviet rendezvous in space, 
an editor said, “They’re doing better than 
we are. General. What have they got that 
we ought to worry about?” 
LeMay answered, "I don’t worry.” 


Th* Gathering in *the Tank* 


On Monday afternoon at 2:30, he at­ 
tends a meeting of the Joint Chiefs in a 
second-floor chamber called “the Tank.” 
Secretary McNamara sits on his right. 
Gen. Maxwell Taylor, top man among the 
chiefs, sits on his left. LeMay unbuttons 
his blouse and waits. 
Theodore White writes, “If LeMay is 
Mr. Massive Retaliation, Taylor is Mr. 
Flexible Response. He and LeMay are 
rivals, as they have always been. Only re­ 
spect for each other’s achievements keeps 
them this side of outright clash.” 
These officers are the cream of our mili­ 
tary leadership. A friend says, “I think 
Curt is still startled to be sitting there 
with the top dogs.” Insiders are surprised, 
too. At appointment time last spring, 
President Kennedy backed General Taylor 
with a two-year appointment, replaced a 
recalcitrant admiral, and named LeMay 
for only one more year. Nobody is certain 
what it means. 
Being human, Curtis LeMay must won­ 
der, too. But the odds are 1,000 to I that 
he will continue to assert that a man is 
more important than a machine, that the 
United States will need manned bombers 
for a long time to come, and that the Air 
Force must soon carry defensive explora­ 
tions into outer space or we will become 
a second-class power. 
He runs his shop on a single, unforgiv­ 
ing principle. “I’ll back you in your first 
mistake,” he tells subordinates. “If you 
make it again, you’re through.” 
Pentagon politicians ask if his first 
mistake was to fight Secretary McNamara 
and his famous computers over the B-70 
manned-bomber system. Nobody knows. 
But this much is certain: the first line of 
America’s defense is still securely in the 
hands of its most experienced, battle-test­ 
ed, space-oriented general.

Spiced Grape Jelly 


3 lbs. Concord grapes 
Vt cap cider vinegar 
2 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
I teaspoon ground cloves 
Vt lb. paraffin 
7 cups sugar 
Vt cup bottled fruit pectin 
1. Rinse grapes, discarding stems and 
imperfect grapes. Drain and put into 
a large kettle. Crush grapes thorough­ 
ly. Blend the vinegar with cinnamon 
and 
cloves. 
Mix 
thoroughly 
with 
grapes. Heat to boiling; reduce heat 
and simmer, covered, for IO min. Re­ 
move mixture from heat and strain 
through jelly bag (see instructions). 
2. Wash and sterilize jelly glasses.
